Mr.. Dickie, Kc. Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., 
and Mr. Cawley (instructed by Messrs, Brown 
and McCann) a peared for the defendant 
Biady; Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Monks 
(instructed by Mr. Malone) for the defend- 
ants Daly and another; and Mr. Denning, 
K.C., Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Marnan 
(instracted by Mr. ©. J. Rutherford) for the 
Bank of Ireland (plaintiffs),. respondents. 

Continuing his opening address in support 
of the appeals, Mr. Dickie dealt further with 
the several accounts in connection with the 
bank and the different parties concerned, 
pointing out that the facts, already stated, 
-were consistent with Brady's statements and 
with the bank manager's statement, that the 
men were solvent. e said that he wanted 
a number of .accounts, which -had not 
been produced, “including © Paul “Larkin's 
account at the date of his death—between 
1914 and 1916—and William Larkin’s account 
from the date. of the death of his father 
shortly before, and any documents with 
reference to the trausactions with - Mrs.

1914 when a 
Norwegian ship went ashore at Fethard he 
went out with oné other man in an extremety 
small ‘boat; and ‘rescued ‘ten members of the 
crew and the ‘only three survivors of the 
Fethard :lifeboat.- He was then decorated for 
his. services by the King of Norway, and the 
Gaelic League gave him the first gold medal 
Which it ever had presented. 

Mr. Moncas was one of those who went to 
the aid of the fishing boat Avonmore and 
helped to bring the crew to safety. 

In presenting Coxswain Wickham and Nir. 
Moncas t6 the Governor-General, Commander 
Upton. Irish District Inspector: of Lifeboats, 
described the events of thé day when the 
decorations were earned. The rescue, he said, 
was effected under very great difficulties 
against a heavy tide and a full nerth-easterly 
cale, the. distance of i¥é-arid-a-half + miles 
covered. taking two-and-a-half hours.

A TALE OF RED TAPE. 


(By W. E. K.) 


T all arose from the mistake of the 
manufacturers in sending me the 
wrong part for my two-seater motor car. 
1 wish to insist on this fact, as otherwise 
the following tale will be pointless, and 
any first title quite unintelligible. 

On my informing them of the error, the 
manufacturers kindly sent the correct 
part, on which I paid the “ necessary 
duty”; and they kindly promised to 
credit me with the price of the part sent 
jn error when it was returned. This 
sounded so simple that I felt quite cheered 
at the news. I was about to wfap up the 
useless part, and return it by parcel post, 
when I remembered that I had paid 
8s. 5d. duty on the parcel contaihing this 
(to me) useless piece of stecl—which, by 
the way, the makers called a gear-wheek 

Why should I not get my money back? 
With this object, a few days later, I went 
to the Customs Department of the local 
post office, produced the gear-wheel, pro- 
duced likewise the wrapper sent with it, 
on which was marked the duty, and 
intimated to the official who presented 
himself that I was willing to return his 
cear-wheel on being returned my eight 
shillings and five pence, which his depart- 
ment had obtained from me some time 
previously. 

He looked at me thoughtfully, and then 
at the gear-wheel. ‘ You must first 
obtain Form 113 (Sale)-—in duplicate ; 
also Form 116 (Sale). Fill in same; then 
enter into a bond by yourself and your 
surety for the amount of the duty, lodging 
amount of duty claimed in cheque duly 
guaranteed by the bank, and undertaking 
to export the part on which refund of duty 
is claimed; and, having posted the parcel, 
bring the certificate of posting to me with 
Form 113 (Sale) in duplicate, on which in 
due course duty will be refunded.”’ 


FORMS 113 AND 116.

I wish merely to get back tire 
sum, eight shillings and fivepence, whica 
you extorted from me for the sole privilege 
of delivering to me this piece of stzel, 
which I do not want. and which I now 
return to you.” ‘* Did you use this motor 
part?’’ he asked. “ Alas!’’

‘* My dear sir,” © iriterpolated, “ do you 
mean that I am to undertake this hard 
labour for the sum of eight shiilings and 
tivepence?’’ He replied in the affirmative. 
“ But I want you to notice,” I sav, 
“that I have committed no offence against 
this State. I anf a law-abiding citizen 
thereof. I have not (wittingly, at least) 
transgressed the many and various laws 
under which we exist; but, having been 
the wrong part for mv car, snd 
having paid the sum of eight shillin«s 
and fivepencée for receiving same, T now 
desire, having returned you the part, 10 
obtam my eight shillings. ... ”

Perhaps, it might 
influence you to take a human view of my 
request, and return my eight shillings 
and s “As I have already in- 
formed vou,” he said slowly. “ in order to 
obtain refund of duty on this article, you 
must fill up Form 113 (Sale) in 
cuplicate. ne 

by the time when he had finished the 
recitation I had seized the “ article to be 
exported,’’ with its wrapper, and was in 
the street. I went to the nearest 
stationer's, and purchased Forms 113 
(Sale) and 116 (Sale)—there did not 
appear to be any duty on these forms—and 
scanned them. They required that the 
“full address ” of every parcel or con- 
signment should be set forth therein, with 
the value of goods on which “ drawback ”' 
was claimed—I suspected that the “ draw- 
back ” had some relationship with my 
eight shillings and fivepence—and_ the 
identification marks horne by the goods. 
In order to satisfy the last demand, I 
counted the teeth in the gear-wheel, and 
put 1¢ down in this column. 

My blood now being thoroughly roused, 
I declared conscientiously that the gross 
weight of parcel was eicht ounces, that the 
value of the whole consignment did not 
exceed £2, that I had not used the article, 
but (still conscientiously) had tried to do 
so and failed. I added—on my own 
behalf—that I had not been in gaol, in 
quarantine, involved in any act of piracy 
on the high seas, smuggling, highway 
robbery, or other such dutiable pastimes ; 
and I also added (in a postscript, being 
afraid that it might be overlooked among 
the other particulars) that I would he 
obliged for my eight shillings and five- 
pence.

Still holding 
Smith, I returned to the Customs Depart- 
ment with the certificate of posting and 
“other forms,’’ and deposited them with 
the above-mentioned official, being in- 
formed by him that *‘ in due course eee 
would be refunded my eicht shillings and 
fivepence, . | 
Sinith looked anxious, and ‘inquired 
what would happen to him if I did not 
get my eight shillings and fivepence, but 
I reassured him—in the street, not before

Pidgin Etymology. 


The original name of Ringsend was 
Rinn-dun—‘‘the point of the tide.” 
“ Binn ' means “a miniature promon- 
tory,” and so Ringsend is a half-Trish. 
half-English word, meaning “ the end of 
the promontory.’’ One bright etymologist 
once explained the name by pointing out 
that at one time there was Am of pilcs 
erected near the place, for the mooring of 
ships, and asserted that ‘‘ the outermost 
of these piles, having a ring, was called 
ring’s end—i.¢., the end or last of the 
rings; and hence the name given to the 
place at the end of Sir John Rogerson’s 
guar.” Such an attempt at derivation is 
only comparable to the theory which ex- 
plains *‘ Donnybrook ' as a compound of 
“ dawnxy ’’ “ little’ and “' brook’’ (the 
Dodder) ; or to that other laughable effort 
which attributes the origin of the name 
“ Dublin ” to a supposed double inn 
which 1s said to have been situated in 
Winetavern street. 


Ringsend. 


Ringsend. which I have mentioned 
above. is now one of the grimiest localities 
ground Dublin, but it was not always so. 
A century and a half ago it was a pleasant 
suburb, set with pretty gabled houses; it 
was, moreover, a very popular resort for 
bathers. Vines are said to have grown 
there in some profusion. Commercially, 
too, Ringsend has been a place of a certain 
importance, having been the seat of salt 
and iron works and of glass manufacture. 
It fell into the background, however, when 
the packet station was taken away from 
the Pigeonhouse, which for so long had 
been the chief landing and embarking 
place of Dublin. In 1650 the first bridge 
over the Dodder was built at Rihgsend. a 
circumstance which is noteworthy for the 
fact that “it singularly occurred that 
the bridge was scarcely finished and a safe 
passage effected over this hitherto dan- 
gerous stream than it suddenty altered its 
channel, leaving the bridge on dry ground 
and useless, in which perverse course it 
continued until, perforce, it % "3s con- 
strained to return to its old channel and 
to keep within the same.”’ 


An Old Commerce. 


I was talking the other evening to an 
old gardener who was busy setting the 
Leds to rights for the spring on one of the 
big demesnes outside Dublin. As 
gardeners will be, his outlook was 
ontensely conservative, and his particular 
grievance at the moment was the question 
of “- new-fangled ” manures. His con- 
tention was that for the garden there was 
nothing in the synthetic products to co'n- 
pare with the old-fashioned horse manure. 
He went on to tell me that in his father s 
time the gentry in the country whose 
vockets were not deep enough for their 
lavishness were eaver competitors for local 
monopolies in stabling horses for the stage 
coaches. Out of this apparently vun- 
profitable undertaking—for the fees were 
small—they contrived to extract a very 
decent income from the sale cf the 
manure, while some, cven more eager for 
the elusive coin, managed to make a 
further addition to their funds by the sain” 
of horse-hair. ‘The ramifications of the 
effects involved in social changes are, I 
think, of greater interest then those 
obvious upon the surface. Certainly, 
these two directions of commercial enter- 
prise had not before occurred to me. 


Second-hand Furniture. 


A dealer in second-hand furniture tells 
me that, in spite of the stiff tariff on 
furniture, it is still a profitable invest- 
ment to import second-hand furniture 
from England. Prices are considerably 
lower over there. This is duc to the fact 
that the fashions in furniture are con- 
tinually changing, and people who like 
to be up-to-date in everything scrap their 
“ sticks’? as soon as they come 
demodés, or slightly soiled or marked. 
Over here we are not quite so particular, 
with the result that very small quantities 
of good-class second-hand furniture are 
put on the market. However, England 
comes to the rescue, and even after pay- 
ing a prohibitive tax of thirty-three and 
‘one-third per cent. or. the c.i.f. value of 
the furniture, the dealers are able to 
make a profit which encourages them to 
‘ write to the other side for more.

It will be noticed at once that the key- 
note of a'l modern cookery books is 
economy—the art of making a thing taste 
nice without including any very ex-ensive 
ingredients ; and housewifes of to-day gaze 
sadly upóh ola family recipes where a 
dozen of egys go into a cake without the 
flicker of an eyelid on the part of the 
cook. In “ Tie Art of Cookery, by a 
Lady," published’ in 1748, and going 
through .several editions, there is one 


particularly foolish recipe witha title that | 


is strangely. misleading: ‘‘ How to roast 
a ~ound of butter.’’ 

‘“ Soak a pound of butter in salt and 
water,” we read, “ then spit it, and rub 
it all over with crumbs of bread, with a 
little ‘grated wutnieg;’ lay it tó the fire, 
and, as it roasts, beste it with the yolks 
of two eggs, « 7 then with crumbs of 
bread all the time it is roasting. but have 
ready a pint of oysters stewed in their 
own liquor, and lav them on the dish 
under the butter.

W hitterets. 


A friend tells me that in Ulstor the 
common word in the country for a weasel, 
mentioned here a few days ago, is 
whitteret, a variant of whitret. This 
word, and probably another form used in 
some places in Ulster, 
origin. Readers of Sir Walter Scott’s 
novels may remember one of the characters 
in “Guy Mannering” saying: “We 
maun off like whittrets before the whole 
clanjamphrey be down upon us.” I» 
some parts of Ulster the belief still pre- 
rails'that; if a whitteret as: interfered with, 
if will bring an army of its comrades to 
wreak vengeance, or, at least, that belief 
is encouraged amongst youngsters. My 


| friend says that on one occasion he saw 


a weasel’s nest veing demolished by boys, 
the victiin’s friends turned up to help their 
outraged comrade. It is said that “a 
whilteret is “ sawnev ’ about the house — 
perhaps, on the ground that its slauchter 
of rats makes up for its destruction of 
ezgs. The nest is generally in a hollow 
tree or a hole in the vround or in an 
cmbankment, and the weasel will follow 


‘its prey up trees and into water, swimming 


strongly. 

Clanjamphrev, by the way, is also 
frequently used in some of the Ulster 
counties. On the ground that “ jampher ”’ 
in some Scottish dialects is equivalent to 
scoffer or mocker. it has been claimed 
that Scott’s. use of this word has con- 
temptucus reference to Hichland clans. 
In Ulster it means a rabble or mob of any 
kind, and, if 1 remember correctly, it was 
used jn this sense by Hughes in ‘ Torn 
Brown at Oxford.’’

KING OF ITALY CONFERS 
HIGH ORDER.

THE POPE’S LETTER, 
Mec anhaa 
From REUTER $ ‘CORRESPONDENT 


VATICAN CITY, Tuesday. 

Count de Vecchi, the Italian Ambas- 
sador at the Vatican, gave a brilliant 
reception this evening in honour of 
Cardina] Gasparri, in order to present to 
him the Collar of the Annunziata, which 
was conferred upon him this morning, in 
a telegram from the King, on the occasion 
of his retirement from the post of 
Cardinal Secretary of State. Twelve 
Cardinals, including Cardinal Pacelli, the 
new Secretary of State, were present, 
besides the entire Diplomatic ip “é in- 
cluding Sir Ronald Graham, the ritish 
Ambassador to the Quirinal; Sir H. G. 
Chilton, British Minister to the Vatican, 
and Mr. Bewley, the Minister of the Irish 
Free State to the Vatican. 

In presenting this, the highest Order 
of the Kingdom of Italy, to the Cardinal, 
Count de Vecchi said that the King 
wished this decoration to be given to him 


CARDINAL GASPARRI, 


as a sign of Italy’s gratitude to him as 
one of the chief propagators of reconcilia- 
tion between Church and State. 

In his reply, Cardinal Gasparri alluded 
to the King’s telegram, in which His 
Majesty signed himself ‘‘ Most affectionate 
cousin,” and expressed his deep gratitude 
for the honour conferred upon him. 

The retiring Secretary of State is the 
second Cardinal to be thus honoured by 
King Victor Emmanuel. 

Cardinal Mafh, who rformed the 
marriage ceremony of Prince Humbert, 
the heir to the Throne, and Princess 
Marie José, was the first Cardinal since 
the loss of the Pope’s temporal power to 
beainvested with the Order, the recipients 
of which rank as cousins of the King. 


THE POPE’S TRIBUTE. 


In taking leave of Cardina] Gasparri, 
who has been Secretary of State at the 
Vatican for fifteen years, including eight 
under the present Pontificate, Pius XI. 
wrote him a letter, under date February 
7, published this evening in the Vatican 
organ, expressing gratitude for his lonz 
and faithful service, and sorrow at the 
necessity of putting an end to his dailg 
assistance and collaboration. The Pope 
added that he was at the same time 
consoled by the knowledge that th» 
Cardinal might always be counted on 
and not only in the difficult and important 
task for which he is leaving the Secretary- 
ship of State—that of the codification o: 
the Oriental’ Canonical Law. 

Continuing, the letter states that 
although Cardinal Gasparri asked several 
months ago to be relieved of his office, the 
Pontiff delayed giving his consent until 
now, partly because the beginning of the 
new Pontifical vear seemed to him a 
fitting occasion on which to make the 
announcement of this important c..ange in 
the Cardinal's life, and partly because he 
wished to have time to choose a worthy 
dwelling in which the Cardinal might 
spend the years of his well-deserved and 
not idle repose. 

The letter ended by thanking the 
Cardinal for ‘‘ the previous contribution 
of intelligent, faithful, devoted collabora 
tion lent to us in these eight years, par- 
ticularly laborious and nct less particu 
larly blessed by God in these latter times, 
and wishing vou—praying for you—-every 
good, with all our heart, we bless you.

Looseness and esaggeration, continued the 
Chairman, seemed to him to permeate the 
memorandum ; and, as & result, the anthor 
seemed tc have fallen into errors which an 
uncritical handling of statistics inevitably 
brought about. 


“UNWARRANTED CONCLUSIONS.” 
The précis of his evidence gave a number 
of tables which seemed to be accurate; but 
also it contained a number of conclusions 
drawn from them which, to say the least, 
were unwarranted. Nothing could be proved 
by taking figures for a period of two years, 
particularly in agriculture. Co-relations were 
attempted where no co-relations could passib!y 
exist. For example, where the Saorstat was 
compared with Denmark a table was given the 
last line of which Teferred to net exports from 
the total arable area of the country. The co- 
relation betwen them was just as justifiable as 
if he (the Chairman) tried to draw a relation 
between Bolshevism and beards, or atheism 
ahd left-handedness. “There was no connec- 
tion of cause and effect between export and 
arable area, He (the Chairman) might as 
well try tc establish a conclusion between the 
attendance at a Rugby international and the 
number of entries at the Horse Show. 

Mr. Bergin said that thg word “ sgri- 
culture ** should have been ingerted, so that 
the table would refer to net agricyltursl 
exports. 

The Chairman ssid that that might 
make seme difference, but it would oie 
no difference to the meaningless character 
of the conclusions, beeaúse the exports 
from an arable are depended on 
a multiplicity of cotisiderations — for 
instance, the size of the pene market, the 
prices in foreign markets, and the relation of 
prices of agricultura] products. . 

Dr. Hinchcliffe, a member of the Com- 
mission, examined other tables, and pointed 
ont that in several cases the figures were 
inaccurate. 


THE FIGURES. 


The Chairman said that Mr. Bergin had 
sworn that these figures were accurate. It 
was a very serious matter, and he should 
have been more careful in tendering evidence 
on oath. fr 

Mr. Bergin—I assure you J preparéd them 
with every caie. 

Dr. Hinchcliffe said that the withess had

OBJECTIONS TO CITY 
MANAGER. 


URBAN CHAIRMEN’S OPINIONS. 

Mr. McKernon, Chairman of the Black- 
rock Urban Cotincil, stated yesterday that 
he believed in a coastal borough, and that 
it would be for the well-being of the fvur 
Townships to amalgamate. e was, liow- 
eyer, dead against the bill, in so far as 
there was anything in it, such as applied to 
Cork. He was against a manadiehip. It 
was not democracy. He believed in Govern- 
ment of the people by the people for the 
people. He did not like the introduction 
of this American managership system, and 
they might be sorry for it. 

Mr. McKernon also expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the frographica! area of the pro- 
pesed coastal borough. If they were going 
to be a borough he held that they should 
have one worthy of the name. If a change 
was to be made it should be such a change 
as would last for some time. They should 
go beyond Blackrock, as far as Nutley 
avenue, and take in a wide stretch of the 
hitterland in the rúral area. Extension of 
a town's or city’s boundary was a costly pro- 
cedure, and many a town had been crippled 
for want of vision arid the lack of looking 
fo~ fifty years ahead. This whole district 
was rampant with payochialism, and the 
securing of a more extended boundary would 


| mean that ho one township would get a clear 


majority over the others. That would tend 
towards the ainicable working of the new 
schéme. He did not expect any immediate 
benefit to the citizens of Blackrock or cf 
any of the other townships. 


KINGSTOWN EXPECTS A SAVING. 

Mr. Morrissey, Chairman of the Kingstown 
Urban Council, said that he had no oppor- 
tunity of perusing the bill, and could not 
ofier a considered opinion. He was, of 
course, in favour of a coastal borough. There 
eat be a Saving to be made for the 
benefit of the ratepayers, because three of 
the four town clerks and the various staffs 
wonld disappear, but the economies would 
take some time to show effect. 

He believed in the single electoral aren, 
hut was not at all keen on the proposed 
managership. His objection was that the 
system 8 proposed unduly limited the 
powers of the Coiincil; indéed, the Council 
‘vould become no more then a shadow. Only 
such powers seemed to be given the Council 
ts could not be taken away. 


DALKEY’S APPROVAL. 


Mr. John Maguire, barrister, Chairman of 
the Dalkey UPban Council, said that he 
approved entirely of everything in the bill, 
except that he thought the manager was 
giveh far too much power, As ptOposed in 
the bill, the menagership deprived the 
Council of yital powers, and left it only the 
ghost of a governing body,

poration to scrap the Act. Even if such in 
structions came to him he would not obev 
them. He believed that the system was good 
for Cork The rates were comparatively low 
for the value that they were getting, and he 
hoped for the greater development of Cork 
in the future. He would he sorry to cee the 
control go back to the old Commissioner days, 
and he appealed to Mr. Flinn to withdraw 
his motion. 

Mr. Braham Sutton, T.C., supported Mr.

Mr. Flinn, in refusing. said that the only 
power that the Corpcration had was to pre- 
sent the freedom of the city to an actor.

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THE LATE MRS. FRANCIS 
VILLIERS HORNBY, 


The funeral took place in the churchyard 
at Compton during the week-end of I's.

COAL MINERS BILL. 


CLAUSE TEN ADDED IN 
COMMITTEE. 


FROM OUR PantiaAMeENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Clause 10 of the Coal Mines Bill, which 
proposes to set up a National Industrial 
Board of 17 members, was again under dis- 
cussion when the House of Commons went 
into Committee to-day. Considerable debate 
took ‘place upon an amendment moved ha 
Mr. Maxton with the object of giving the 
Board power to fix a minimum wages for all 
grades of mine-workers, provided that the 
wage was not less than the highest rate lor 
that grade in any district. His object, he 
said, was to level up the wages of the miners 
throughout the country. The men deserved 
a living wage, and what had heen done for 
the teachers could be done for thé mimers. 

Mr. Kelly, in seconding the proposal, sail 
that there must be no further encroachments 
on miners’ wages, and Mr. Batey, in sup- 
port, asserted that there were thousands ei 
miners getting a starvation wage of less than 
£2 a week. i 

Mr. ben Turrier, speaking for the Govern- 
ment, said that he bad every sympathy with 
the object of the amendment. They could 
not, however, accept it. It was not what 
they wanied, but what they could get that 
had to be considered. Another reason was 
that the proposal was quite outside the ph 
pose of the Nationa! Board. The best v & 
of securing a living wage was to have a 
strong trade union able to negotiate with 
the employers. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister pointed owt th. 
the amendment could not become efiective 
without the establishment of a national wage 
pool, and that that was enough to con 
demn it. : 

Mr. Wheatley, referring to the negot.a 
tions which Mr. Graham had entered jite 
with the Liberals, said that it was quite 
time that the right hon. gentleman made a 
serious effort to meet the wishes of members 
of his own party. The Government shotid 
take off the Whips, and test the feeling on 
that side of the House. | 

‘ihe amendment on a division was rejected 
by 515 votes to 21. 

After this. the Government accepted two 
amendmeéenis—one from Sir S. Roberts, to 
ensure that. the Board should act as a whole. 
and not split itself up into two or more por- 
tions; and the other, moved by Major 
Liewellyn, providing for the imposition of a 
penalty not exceeding £100 in the case of 
the unauthorised disclosure of information in 
regard to matters which might be brought 
before the Board. 

AVOIDING THE LOCK-OUT. 

On the.motion that the clause stand part 
of the bill, Mr. Bea Turner said that 750 out 
of a thousand disputes were lock-outs, and 
not strikes. This clause would provide 
machinery to avoid them. It had yet to re- 
ceive the co-operation and consent of 
the owners, but he hoped that they 
would: be willing to assist’ in rescuing 
the industry from its disturbing condition, 
and placing it on a foundation of peace and 
order, good wages, and decent profits for 
those engaged in it. 

Mr. Culverwell doubted whether the Board 
would serve a useful purpose, and said that 
it was likely to be prejudicial and partisan 
in its character. 

On a division, the clause was added to 
the bill by 261 votes to 117, and the debate 
was adjourned.

“has probably added more to our know- 
ledge of the very early period of Sumerian 
history”’ than the work of any other 
single month has added. A gradual 
development in Sumerian art from 
naturalism to convention ‘can be traced in 
the successive strata, We are interested 
chiefly in the discoveries. that reveal what 
ordinary life was like in those obscure 
days.. Previous. excavation at Ur has 
afforded a fair idea of the dress and house- 
hold furniture of its people—at least, of 
its nobles, In December a woman's 
beaded cloak and a gold head-dress be- 
decked with filigree ornaments were found. 
A prince’s grave contained a gold-mounted 
electrum dagger and a number of gold 
head-chains. In the same place were un- 
earthed the remains of a wig decorated 
with gold ear-rings, and a gold frontlet. 
Such are the records that reveal the 
manners of a people who flourished sis 
thousand years ago, The Romans of the 
Republic, through a perverted sense oí 
simplicity, shaved their chins. Sumerian 
nobles shaved their heads and wore a wig

The menace of the ailing parrot is 
drawing near, Already there have been 
a few isolated cases of psittacosis in 
Ireland, and reports from other countries 
indicate that the disease spreads rapidly. 
In Belfast, the Public Health Com- 
mittee has referred to the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs a report recom- 
mending that parrots shall be forbidden 
to enter the city through the ports until 
there 1s a fair presumption that danger 
no longer exists. Germany and the United 
States have taken similar precautions, 
and it seems that all men’s hands soon 
will be against the amusing, but vulgar, 
bird. There is now little doubt that the 
scattered outbreaks in Europe originated 
from the epidemic of last summer in 
South America: a Brazilian specimen was 
refused admission to Belfast last week. 
Nevertheless, excessive caution is un- 
necessary. Authorities in London have 
deplored the un ie haste of some owners 
of parrots, who have killed their pets 
through fear of infection before the 
unfortunate victims showed any trace 
of sickness; Robinson Crusoe’s celebrated 
companion was lucky in that he lived 
in more friendly and less hygienic days. 
The prospect for parrots, indeed, is dis- 
tressing. Slaughtered by friends, and 
refused permission, as undesirable aliens, 
to enter strange lands, they have little 
chance to exhibit the infinitely varied 
resources of their vocabulary, Parrots,

FRENCH OBJECTIONS, 


M. Leygues (France) said that the 
French Government considered that the 
submarine was a defensive weapon ; Tr 
excellence, which all the naval Powers 
could not do without. Must the sub 
marine disappear because it disturbed the 
habits and the honoured traditions of 
surface ships? 

It might happen to-morrow that every 
type of warship in the various navies 
would belong to the submarine class. As 
a scout the submarine was virtually 
matchless. France needed submarines 
because of the comparative weakness of 
her surface craft. 

The use of the submarine against 
merchant ships was not necessarily un 
lawful. Submarines should, and could, 
be regulated. The French Government 
were of opinion that an unrestricted sub- 
marine war against sea-bearing trade 
should be outlawry. France believed ‘t 
possible in practice to use submarines for 
controlling trade without violating the 
principles universally accepted by civilised 
nations for the protection of neutral and 
non-combatant lives. 

The French delegation, he said, declare] 
that they could not accept abolition, but 
that they were ready to concur in an 
international agreement regulating the 
use of the submarine. His delegation 
wished to submit a resolution asking that 
a committee should be appointed to pre- 
pare an agreement forbidding submarin>s 
to act towards merchant ships otherwise 
than in strict conformity with the rules t: 
be observed by surface ships. 


VIEWS OF ITALY AND JAPAN. 


Signor Grandi (Italy) said that the 
Italian Government believed that in the 
present state of armaments the abolition 
of submarines would favour the stronger 
navies to the disadvantage of the less 
powerful. Italy was ready to renew an 
undertaking restricting the use of sub- 
marines against merchant vessels. They 
did not object in principle to the abolition 
of al] submarines if all the nava] Powers 
concurred therein.

SCENE IN A DUBLIN CINEMA. 

Following a demonstration in the Savoy 
Cinema, Dublin, last night, the manage- 
ment have decided to withdraw the talking 
picture, ‘‘ Smiling Irish Eyes,’’ and it 
will not be shown again this week. 

The demonstration started shortly after 
eight o'clock, when a party of young men, 
who had been waiting outside in á queue 
for some time, rushed. mto.the building 
and gained entrance.to the stalls, where 
they began to sing and shout, and 
generally to create a disturbance. 
their spokesmen got up on a seat and 
made a protest against the showing of the 
film, ‘‘ Smiling Irish Eyes,’’ which he re- 


msult to the Irish people. 
POLICE CALLED IN. 


The disturbance became worse, there 
was some scufling and fighting along the 
aisles, and for a few minutes pande- 
monium reigned. The police were called 
in, and one of the young men was taken 
outside. A woman in the audience who 
became hysterical was also carried out. 

In the meantime the general manager of 
the cinema, Mr. F. Knott, came on the 
stage and appealed to the demonstrators 
for fair play. Some unruly members .of 
the party continued to shout, but in a 
short time the more level-headed. restored 
order. Mr. Knott said that it was not 
the wish of the management of the cinema 
to give insult by showing this film, or to 
cause hurt to the susceptibilities of any 
people. i 
THE FILM WITHDRAWN. 

It was then suggested by one of the Je- 
monstrators that they should see the pro- 
eramme through, and it was agreed that 
Mr. Knott should meet a deputation from 
them and discuss the matter. 

Subsequently Mr. Knott met the deputa- 
tion, and, as a result of the talk with 
them, he decided to withdraw the film 
from last night, and gave his word that 
it would not be shown again. 

The spokesmén of the demonstrators ex- 
pressed their regret to him for some 
remarks that had been made by some of 
their members and for the inconvenience 
caused. Thev also expressed their admira- 
ticn at the manner. in which he (Mr. 
Knott) had handled a very difficult situa- 
tion. 

The young man who had been taken out 
by the police was. immediately released, 
and: the mrtte~ ended with perfect amica- 
bility on al] sides, 

The programme was concluded without 
any change. 

"“**NAGER'S STATEMENT. 

Speaking to an Irish Times representa- 
tive afterwards, Mr. Knott said that he 
had decided to withdraw the picture, as 
it was not his desire to hurt the suscepti- 
bilities of anv people, and because it had 
been shown to him that th. film did give 
offence.

“I WEEKS’ TRIP IN THE 
WILDS.

CORRESPONDENT, 
MOMBASA, Tuesday. 

The Prince of Wales’s hunting plans 
were outlined today by Mr. Finch- 
Hatton, the famous ‘‘ white hunter.’’ 
He explained that the Prince’s plans are 
necessarily somewhat indefinite and 
elastic, and remarked, with a smile: 
‘Our plans have already been changed 
tuur times, and possibly they may be 
changed again. However, as things are 
arranged at present, we expect to be 
away for about ten days on the first hunt. 
leaving Voy to-morrow, and arriving at 
Nairobi, approximately, on February 
22nd. 

“ During that period we shall proceed 
over the Senergetti plains, on the Kenya 
side of Mount Kilimanjaro, where pos- 
sibly the Prince may find an elephant or 
two, and some lions and. buffaloes.’’ 

Here Mr. Finch-Hatton mentioned the 
Prince’s well-known desire to take cine- 
matograph pictures of big game, rather 
than to shoot it. 

The safari, owing to the rough nature 
of the ground, is not likely to be able 
to use motor cars freely, and most of the 
travelling will have to be done on foot. 

About thirty native “ boys” will 
accompany the Prince’s party, which will 
divide into two camps, owing to the 
necessity for keeping the numbers as smal! 
as possible. 

The Prince will be in one camp, with 
Mr. Finch-Hatton, and in the other will 
be the equerries, Colonel Piers Legh and 
Captain Aird, who will be accompanied 
by another white hunter. 


PHOTOGRAPHY, 


“* After staying a few days in Nairobi,” 
Mr. Finch-Hatton continued, “the party 
will set out into the Masai country reserve. 
This, the second part of the safari, will 
be quite distinct from the first, and will 
be exclusively devoted to photography. 
The motor cars—specially constructed— 
will be used without difficulty on this trip, 
and the whole party will travel together. 

This safari will probably occupy about 
seven days, after which the Prince wil! 
proceed to Uganda, making another short 
stay in Nairobi on his way. From 
Nairobi the party will travel by rail to 
Jinja, and thence by motor car to 
Entebbe. The party will join the steamer 
Lugard, on Lake Albert, and will use tae 
ship as a base for expeditions on the 
shores of the lake and on the Nile. The 
Prince of Wales is likely, during this part 
of his holiday, to go into the Congo. 

“The safari will break uv at Rejaj, on 
the Nile, about March 25th, and after- 
wards His Royal Highness will proceed 
through the Sudan, down the Nile, on his 
homeward journey, by way of Egypt. It 
is possible that he will make portions of 
this journey by air.”

SALVATION ARMY'S 
LOSS. 


DEATH OF COMMISSIONER 
. EITCHING.

_. PARIS, Tuesday. 

Salvation Army circles here are deeply 
shocked at the death of Commissioner 
Kitching, which took place suddenly, as 
he was about to leave for Geneva yester- 
day evening. As a lieutenant of the 
Saivation Army in his younger days, the 
late Commissioner spent some time in 
Paris, about 1889, before returning to 
London to gain rapid promotion. 

His present journey was taken with 
the object of conferring with the chiefs 
of the Salvation Army in Switzerland, 
respecting pending publications, Mr. 
Kitching being the chief of the Literary 
Section. 

Only one person was with him when 
he died, Mr, Thonger, a life-long friend 
and prominent Paris Salvationist, who 
met him at the Gare du Nord at 6.93, 
d crossed Paris with him to the Gare 
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tion of the Empire as a whole in rela-

but until this survey, no one appears 
to have attempted to collate scientifically 
the trade figures of the different portions 
of the Empire, with the purpose of view- 
ing them in relation to world trade as a 
whole. 

Sir David Chadwick’ has chosen as his 
basis of comparison the year 1915 and 
the years 1925 to 1927, adding where avail- 
able the figures for 1928. Judged from 
the narrowly practical standpoint, his 
figures. may, therefore, appear to be 
rather ancient history. This does not, of 
course, in any way detrect from the 
merit of his work—for he has used the 
most recent material which could be ob- 
tained—but it does show very emphatic- 
ally the need for up-to-date statistics if 
we are to obtain anything more than an 
ex post facto picture of the living move- 
ment of imperial commerce. 

SPECIAL OPPORTUNITIES. 

The development of Empire trade offers 
special opportunities, which no other over- 
sea trade can offer. Community of race, 
of language, and of social environment 
nre in themselves economic influcness, 
which can, and should be, exploited to 
the full. Mr: Baldwin, in his speech to 
the Conservative Party last week, pointed 
the way to a hitherto untried, but most 
fruitful method of co-operation-—namely, 
the rationalisation of industries on an 
Fmpire basis, Without any suggestion of 
interference with the fiscal policy of any 
Dominion, it should be possible to increase 
our trade with the Empire by a care- 
fully planned programme of production 
and marketing. Such.a plan ““uid be 
worked out quite independently of Govern- 
ment intervention, by a voluntary co- 
operation of industrialists ii the 
Dominions and the mother country. But 
the power to frame such schemes is depen- 
dent upon a much more thorough and 
systematic exchange of information tian 
has hitherto been available. Under 
modern conditions K ‘pire statistics are 
indispensable as the foundation for 
Empire trade. 

Sir David Chadwick and the Imperial 
Economic Committee may be congratalated 
on having provided a good beginning, but 
there is much Jee-way still to be recovered. 
The organisation of statistics, not merely 
of foreign trade, but also of capital move- 
ments and of industrial and agricultural 
production on an Empire basis, . 1s lony 
overdue. The Imperial. Economic Con- 
ference, when it meets in the autunin, 
should certainly devote its attention to 
this very important matter. 


NAVAL PARITY.

UNITED STATES AND 
CAPITAL SHIPS. 


It-is understood, says The Times to-day, 
at the American claim to have the mngh 
to build a battleship of the. Rodney type- 
which, as announced in TÁe 7imes of Mon- 
day, was included in Mr. Stimson s 
memorandum, though not in the published 
summary—is the outcome of the American 
interpretation of parity in regard to capital 
ships. It was found that parity in this 
elass of vessel might be reached at once so 
far as numbers of craft were concerned, if 
Great Britair. should scrap five and the 
United States three, leaving each nation 15 
battleships. There would remain, however, 
a disparity in total tonnage in Great 
Britain's favour of—-according to the Ameri- 
can calculation-—-6,000 tons, and it was to 
provide for the permissive correction of this 
disparity that the American proposal was 

made. 

The United States would engage to scrap 
three vessels, but desires the optional right 
to scrap a fourth—a vessel of the Wyoming 
class—and to utilise the tonnage thus repre- 
sented, together with the .6000 tons 
mentioned .above, in the construction of a 
battleship of the Rodney type. In other 
words, it is the desire of the American 
delegation to secure an optional rie ht which 
might eventually be taken up, as Congress 
mivht, or might not, see fit. 

The American interpretation of parity, it 
will he seen, leaves gun power out of account. 
It has already been pointed ont in The 
Timea that the United States now possessed 
24 16-inch guns (eight in each of her three 
largest battleships), whereas Great Britain 
has only 18 (nine each in the Redney and 
the Nelson), If an American Rodney were 
built, the United States would have 233 
l6-inch guns to the British 18. The Ameri- 
cans argue that their superiority in gun 
‘power is offset by the greater speed of the 
British battleships. 

No surprise is felt in American circles in 
London that our Washington Correspondent 
should. have found it necessary to report 
yesterday that “no knowledge " of the pro- 
posal that the United States should have the 
right. to build a Rodney was admitted by the 
State Department. A. firm understanding, is 
said to exist that negotiation on hehalf of the 
United States shall be conducted entirely in 
London, without the accompaniment of official 
comment from Washington.

SIR SAMUEL HOARE URGES 
RESTRICTION. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, Air Minister in the 
Conservative Government, speaking in 
London last night, said that, although 
in air power their strength in: comparison 
with their nearest néighbour was only as 
eight to thirteen, their air expenditure had 
been reduced ten per cent since 19265. 
During that period French air expendi- 
ture had risen 113 per cent. and American 
140 per cent. . 

‘Almost incredible sums were being spent 
on aircraft carriers, whose capacity for 
destruction was not yet fully understood. 
There was no need for these huge and 
expensive nests of destructive bombers and 
torpedo-carrying aircraft. 

“I should like to see the abolition of 
these new and costly craft,” he said, “and 
I consider that the Socialist Government 

ight; hive gone a good deal further in 
their propos: s' te restrict an instrument 
that is primarily an instrument of aggres- 
sion, that costs huge sums of money, and 
has within it possibilities of most aggres- 
sive developments.’’ . 

Sir Samuel criticised the Government’s 
cancellation of cruisers. 

“In the past.” he said, “we had 
thought mainly of armies and navies. I 
believe that in future we shall think mainly 
of Air Force and the terrible risk that. 
when we have. terminated competition 
between naval armaments, we have sub- 
stituted for it a competition in an instru- 
ment of destruction even more terrible to 
a civil population then battleships and 
submarines.’ 

Britain, he concluded, had shown peed 
will, and had every right to press for a 
restriction of air power and should try 
to advance step by step.

At present upwards of 150 tractors per 
day are manufactured at the Cork works, 
and tractors and spare parts ate being stnt 
from here all over the world. The export 
figures in our national balance sheet reflect 
in a marked degree the output of the Ford 
works in Cork. Upwards of 6,500 men are 
now employed, with a pay roll of about 
£65,000 per fortnight. Great economic 
benefits should materialise from the circula- 
tion of. this huge sum every two wieks, and 
itis, to mv certain knowledge, the hope and 
desire of Mr. Ford and those associated with 
him that the emplovés should use the wages 
in improving their homes and ‘setting aside 
portion of their earnings for the education 
and advancement of their families.

A proper building for this school. is Joug 
overdue, and it is hoped that when the 
Technical Instruction Bill becomes law no 
time will be lost in putting this recommenda- 
tion into force. A fully developed scheme cf 
technical and commercial education is neces- 
sary if this country is to maintain its in- 
dustrial position. 

A matter of. importance to the “business 
fpsamunity ai Cork is the proposal to reduce 
the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court, and 
this change should be strongly opposed by 
the public, as any reduction would mean 
great inconvénience and unnecessary expense.

day last. 

The result, said Mr. Black, was set out 
in an affidavit of Mr. Bailey, which stated 
that the meeting was attended by 518 credi- 
tors or their representatives, whose total 
debts. amounted to £145,546. The total 
debts. (the affidavit went on) expected to 
rank for, dividend, as shown by the statement 
of affairs, is £157,001 16s. Sd. Mr. J. B 
M‘Outcheon, solicitor, who was present at the 
meeting as representing creditors, stated that 
he was also interested on behalf of preference 
shareholders in framing a scheme for the re- 
coustruetion of the company. He «proposed 
“That the voluntary liquidation of the com- 
pany be continued, sna that another liqui- 
dator be appointed to act along with me.” 
This motion was seconded by Mr. Barry, re- 
presenting Messrs. John Higginson and Co. 
Mr. F. ©. Condy, a creditor, proposed as an 
amendment—‘‘ That the voluntary _ liquida- 
tion of the company be continued, with 
myself as liquidator, and a committee of 
creditors to assist and advise me,” and this 

roposal was seconded by Mr. George 
Nalkington, solicitor, representing the Ulster 
Bank, Ltd., and supported by a number of 
other creditors. He put Mr. Condy’s proposal 
to the meeting, and there voted tn favour of 
it 219 creditors, whose total debits amounied 
to £117,815, and against it 88 ereéditors, 
whose total debits amounted to £26,680.

COMMITTEE OF CREDITORS. 

The meeting then appointed the following 
gentlemen to act as a committee of creditors 
to assist and advise in the winding-up— 
namely, Mr. George Walkington (solicitor for 
the Ulster Bank, Ltd., who are the largest 
creditors); Messrs. C. D. Britten, Joseph 
Miskelly, and Hugh Hobson (to represent the 
trade creditors); Mr. F. C. Condy (to repre- 
sent the cash depositors). 

Mr. Black explained that the result of the 
voting was that creditors over 70 per cent. 
in number were in favour of carrying on 
voluntary liquidation, with Mr. Bailey as 
liquidator, and over 80 per cent. in value. 
‘* My submission,’’ he said, “is that it is 
the clear and overwhelming wish of the 
creditors that voluntary Nauidation, with Mr. 
Bailey and a committee, should be continued, 
and with such a large percentage of creditors 
the Court should, be guided by that, and ne 
order should be made for compulsory wind- 
ing-up,”” i 

Mr. Black then guoted a number of au- 
thorities in support of his contention that 
the wish of the general body of creditors 
should prevail, 

THE GUARANTEE. 

The Judge inquired was the guarantee for 
the Caledon Mill debated at the creditors’ 
meeting. 

Mr, Black said that it was mentioned, but 
it was not really debated or considered. 

The Judge—It is a matter that seems to 
call for more explanation than has been given 
up to the present. .

Mr. Murphy then read paragraph six of 
Mr. Robinson’s affidavit, which stated that 
the balance sheet dated 20th June, 1929, 
showed among the assets an item of “ invest- 
ments at cost, proprietary shares, £5,100.’ It 
was assumed that represented the share capi- 
tal of the Caledon Woollen Mills, said counsel, 
but that balance sheet “was. now proved en- 
tirely incorrect. Tt did not show the con- 
tingent hability of £50;000 which was given 
by the company to the bankers of the Cale- 
don Company. The shares of the Caledon 
Company were certainly hot an asset. He 
also. was instructed that in the assets of 
Messrs. Fulton there appeared as an asset 
an advertising account of £14. That should 
not be an asset, and it was a matter that 
‘would have to be investigated. 

THE BALANCE SHEETS. 

Mr. Murphy compared the balance sheets 
at differeny dates. There ‘was this remark- 
able circumstance, that the debts and stock 
were shown as £185,933. on 30th June, 1929, 
In the assets shown in Mr. Bailey’s state- 
ment at the meeting of creditors, the stock- 
in-trade was £53,170 and sundry debtors 
£60,500. That was £113,670. '“A most 
amazing discrepancy between that. and the 
assets shown on the 30th June, 1929,” said 
counsel.

Mr. Murphy pointed out that the Pre- 
ference dividend was paid for the half-year 
ending 30th June, 1929, and it was clear 
on the figures that the dividend was, in fact, 
paid out of capital.

THE DIVIDEND.

COMRADE KIWI STRONGLY 
FANCIED. 


From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LIVERPOOL, Tuesday. 

After a beautiful crossing on the British 
and Irish boat last night, the Irish bri ade, 
which was smaller than usual, stepped on 
shore in a thick fog which hung over the city 
all day, It penetrated even into the Ex- 
change Station Hotel, and seemed to affect 
a number of nominators for the Cup, as they 
could not make up their minds as to what 
they would run until almost the hour for the 
draw had arrived. 

There was but ona change in the Irish team. 
Mr. Shaw's Shane O'Neill went wrong, and 
he had to nominate his recent purchase, Vere 
Foster, instead, and, of course, we were 
aware beforehand that Mr. Morris’s first 
choice, Matt the Thrasher, had gone lame 
and had to give way to My Courier, an ac- 
cident which did not improve our chances. 
imasmuch, as of the two, Matt the Thrasher is 
much the better runner in the open country. 

More then one inmate of the cross-Channe! 
kennels which had been supported to win 
thousands did not go into the hat this even- 
ing, but the prevailing opinion among the 
trainers is that this is an exceptionally lean 
year as far as good dogs are concerned, and 
that it will not take a very high class one 
to become champion of the season. Some 
of ther have told me, as a matter of fact, 
that not for many years have such a moderate 
lot been entered for the Blue Riband, and. 
if that is so, Ireland's prospects must be 
rated brighter than usual. 


NOTHING OUTSTANDING. 

One thing that seems to be taken for 
granted is that there is not one outstanding 
dog in any of the kennels, although there is 
a distinct likigg for a few of them on ac- 
count of their winning performances this sea- 
son. We all know what the Irish candidates 
have done, and there is no need to recall their 
achievements. 

The “' book "’ certainly shows Comrade Kiwi 
to be the star artist of the seven by reason 
of his victory in the Irish Cup, and I neard 
this evening from a few Irishmen who saw him 
at exercise that he is on his toes and in 
the best of fettle. It appears. however, 
that since his Clounanna triumph he has 
been more or less “‘coddled,’’ as they say 
in the country, or, as Harold Wright would 
put it, “‘ carefully nursed,’ but then it was 
only at the last moment, as it were, that 
his owner succeeded in getting him nomi- 
nated.. Indeed, before I learned that it was 
Mr. Gorey’s intention to fill his nomination 
with him, 1 had been informed that Mr. 
Humphries had made up his mind to enter 
him tor the International Cup at the National 
Meeting this month at Powerstown Park 
However, it is good to find him here, and 
many of us will pin our faith to him on 
the strength of his performance at Limerick. 
He was at only 20 to 1 this evening with 
some of the biggest layers, but those who 
fancy the chances of any of our lot would 
have received a rude shock had they asked 
a certain bookmaker his price. Possibly, he 
would have done what he did to me when |

The draw was a bad one for the Irish dogs,

seeing that Valentino, a winner at Swaffham 
and which ran so well at Altcar last season, 
and Luron are in the same division.

QUESTLONED, 

A special meeting of the General Counc’! 
of Irish County Councils was held at Parncil 
square, Dublin, yesterday. The meeting. was 
called as the result of a requisition by a 
number of meinhers that a special meeting 
should be held to consider. the matter in 
Which the Secretary and ‘hairman had 
haudled the matter of de-rating which was 
entrasted to their charge by the Council, 
und to take appropriate action thereon. 

Senator P. W. Kenny, Chairman, who 
presided, said that he had a statement to 
make. Althongh there were no specific 
charges in the requisition, it tfputed a 
dereliction of duty on the part of the Becre- 
tury and Chairman in the conduct of the 
business of the Council in this mstance. 
Such an imputation, if substanttated, would 
be a grave réflection on ‘the efficiency or 
integrity of the officers concerned, and on 
receiving the requisition he had called on 
the Secretary and they had gone very closely 
into every detail of their procedure in 
carrving out their duties in respect of the 
de-rating proposal. 

“I fail to find anything in our conduct 
that would warrant any such imputation as 
° ; á eal i . oa. 
implied in the requisition,”’ said the Chair- 
man, “‘and in these circumstances I felt it 
my duty to myself, the. Secretary and the 
Council to send a special requisition to each 
member of the Council to attend this meet- 
ing.” : ' 

The Chairman added that, in order that a 
full and impartial invostigation might. be 
made 1n a matter which concerned himself per- 
sonally, he felt that he should leave the chair. 

Senator Kenny then left the chair, which 
was taken by Count O’Byrne, Vice-Chair- 
man. 

The Secretary (Mr. Keogh-Nolan) said that 
he had got no notice of, the charges he had to 
meet, and he asked that Councillor Belton 
should formulate them in writing and hand 
them into the Chairman. He would like to 
know if Councillor Belton was confining his 
charges to those in that circular. 

MEMBER’S COMPLAINTS. 

Mr. Belton said that ‘t was a matter for 
the Council to investigate. He had made no 
charges against anybody. The object of the 
meeting was to consider certain happenings 


‘that had taken place since the last meeting 


of the Council on 10th December last. At 
that meeting the Council had appointed five 
members—Messrs. P. W. Kenny. D. O’Gor- 
man, P, Belton, D. Frame and FE. Corbett— 
to give evidence on behalf of the General Coun- 
cil of County Councils before the De-rating 
Commission on the lines. of their respective 
memoranda. 

The Council had decided that those 
members should give evidence on behalf of 
the Council, which evidence should include 
consideration of how to provide the finance 
for de-rating. He took exception to the sub 
sequent action of the Chairman in submitting, 
as the attitude of the General. Council, a 
memorandum which made no reference to 
ways and means. The memorandum sub- 
mitted by the Chairman contained the 
following sentence: As, however, the Com 
mission. invited suggestions as to ways and 
means, we append, without comment, and at 
their request, some views of individual 
members of the General Council.” 

He challenged that statement, and said 
that it was not correct, but was a mis 
representation of what was done at the lest 
meeting. He had vet to learn that any 
member of that Council made any personal 
request to submit a memorandum expressing 
‘is or her views. He certainly had made ro 
such request. 

He iurther complained that in the 
memoranda submitted to the De-rating Con:- 
mission there had been no reference to the 
question of provision of ways and means for 
financing de-rating, or to the fact that the 
Council at an earlier meeting had adopted a 
scheme for de-rating and had published the 
scheme in pamphiet form, . ‘The evidence cf 
the Chairman denied the existence of that 
pamphlet inasmuch as that the memorandum 
submitted by him stated that the General 
Council had not considered the ways and 
means financing their: scheme ‘for deé- 
rating.

The Secretary said that there was no doubt 
that the memorandum submitted by the 
Chairman to the Commission was adopted 
by the Council, and he was bound to for- 
ward it to the Commission. He had sent 
thirty copies of Mr. Belton’s pamphlet to the 
Commission, and he denied that he had any 
intention of keeping from the knowledge of 
the Commission the fact that it had been 
adopted by the Council. 

Proceeding, the Secretary detailed the steps 
which he had taken since he received the 
invitation from the De-rating Commission to 
give evidence, and quoted from a letter that 
he had sent to the Secretary of the Commis- 
sion informing him that Messrs. Belton, 
O'Gorman and Frame had been appointed to 
give evidence on behalf of the General Council 
on the lines of their respective memoranda.

INQUEST ON DUBLIN WORKER

said that death was due to apoplexy, and the 
Coroner recorded a- verdict to this effect. 
DRAINAGE SCHEME ABANDONED. 

Owing to the opposition by the landowners 
the big drainage scheme for the Blackwater 
district has been.*abandoned .after a con: 
siderable sum had been spent on preliminary 
surveys. The. scheme had -been undertaken 
by the Free State Government, and the 
County Council had agreed to make a sub- 
stantial grant towards the cost of the work, 
the balance to be raised from the land- 
owners over a number of vears. Thousands 
of acres in the Merches district and lying 
between DUNDALK and the sea are 
affected. Periodically this land is badly 
flooded. When the landowners were asked 
to vote on the proposed scheme, seventy-five 
per cent. objected to the scheme, and it now 
las been dropped.

A verdict of ‘accidental death’’ was re- 
turned by Dr. R. Reid, Coroner, at the 
inquest which was held in Islandmagee on the 
body of Hill Templeton (17), of Ashvale, 
Islandmagee, who was killed when the back 
tyre of the motor cycle he was riding burst, 
throwing him violently. Medical evidence 
was given that death was due to shock conse- 
quent on a fractured skull and laceration of 
the brain. 


PIGS TO BE SCARCER. 

Owing to the high price of pork many 
farmers are selling their sows, and Senator 
Porter Porter, D.L., at the meeting of the 
FERMANAGH Committee of Agriculture 
drew attention to the serious situation that is 
being created by this practice of selling sows.

KILLED BY FLY WHEEL. 

At the inquest ‘which was held vesterday 
on the body of George Robert Fenton (54), 
who was kiiled by the fly wheel of an engine 
in IRVINESTOWN Electric Power House 
last Saturday night, it was stated that he 
was cleaning the hub of the fly wheel while 
it was in motion. He was accustomed to 
doing this. His body was caught and crushed 
between the fly wheel and engine. When the 
engine was stopped Fenton was dead. An 
official of the Northern Ministry of Labour 
said that the fencing on the engine was suffi- 
‘cient. A verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death ' was 
returned. 


CHILD'S BODY EXHUMED. 

At MONAGHAN County Hospital al own 
quest was opened by Mr. Patnck Whelan, 
Coroner; on the body of a child, which had 
heen exhumed from the graveyard at Agha 
bo last week. Portions of the interns 
orpane had been sent for analysis, and the 
mquest was adjourned after some evidence 
had been taken. Surgeon McArdle deposed to 
holding a post-mortem examination, and find- 
ing that the body was that of a male child 
of full term, and he and Dr White, who 
assisted him, were satisfied that the child was 
born alive, and that death could not take 
place for some days afterwards. They were 
carrying out further examination, and were 
not in a position at this stage to tender ev!- 
dence as to the causé of death. 


SCENE AT A DANCE, 

At a special Court which was 
LETTERKENNY Superintendent P 
charged three young men—Bernard McDaid, 
of Oxhall; Daniel McConnell. of Drumanaceo, 
and Join McGeehan, of Glenkeerach—with 
wounding Samuel Scott with intent to do him 
etievous hodily harm. John Scott, of Bally- 
hierin, Kilmacrennan, said that on February 
7 he went to a dance at Killihill. While there 
he saw McConnell strike his brother three 
times. His brother called out. ‘“‘ John, save 
me!’ He was then bleeding badly from his 
nose and mouth and became unconscions. Dr 
McGinley said that Scott’s life was in danger, 
but he was now doing well. Justice Walsh, 
in returning the accused man for trial on 
bail, said that the assault appeared to be a 
most blackcuardly one. The accused men 
were fortunate in not being up on the c%pital 
tharge. If conduct of this kind continued 
‘they would have to consider closing down or 
licensing county dance halls. 


MAN'S STRANGE ACTION. 

In the MONAGHAN District Court 
terday Thomas Rice was remanded for a week 
charged with having on last Sunday placed a 
fire or light in the letter-box of Monaghan 
post office. The evidence of Sergeant Peter 
Casey was that about 5.45 p.m. on Sunday 
evening the accused man came to him at the 
harrack and said: “I have put a lighted 
handkerchief into the letter-box of Monaghan 
post office, and I was afraid that there might 
be people living in the post office who might 
get burned during the night.” The man 
said that he was Thomas Rice, of Banbridge.

Two of the letters were burned, 
and a postcard was a bit singed. The basket 
was on fire, and in it witness found a burned 
piece of a handkerchief.

GREVILLEA ROBUSTA. 

Writing under this heading in the Weekly 
Trish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
says :'— 

Either as a greenhouse subject or as a room 
decorative plant, easily raised from seeds 
sown now, this Australian native, known 
to our gardens for a hundred years, is 
well worthy the plant lover's attention. 
Robusta is one of a rather numerous 
family, of which we now have several 
half-hardy members fairly common in 
gardens near the sea coast; but that to 
which we now refer is remarkable for its 
elegant foliage and pleasing habit, and 
its amenability to be kept of useful 
size by cutting down and restarting when 
growing too tall for room purposes, for 
which it is the best-tempered thing 
imaginable. As a rule, it is best kept to 
a single stem, ‘to which, indeed, it is 
inclined in the seedling stage. Grevillea 
robusta is a pot plant everyone can grow 
on the lines iplicesed and all pleased 
with.

Writing on this subject. in the Weekly Zrish 

T'unea, the aha ays | Correspondent says :'— 

We have lately been advising the use of 
incubators, mail fer those who are 
large breeders, but though many use 
broody hens to rear t incubator 
chickens—as the hen ean do this job 
better than any machine—yet, as they 
are not always available to take the 
chickens, we must often resort to arti- 
ficial methods to rear them; and, if the 
chickens come out strong and well on 
their 1 showing they are healthy, it is 
not so dificult to rear them with a good 
brooder. We have frequently seen 
chickens reared by women in the country, 
when the hens failed, by simply keeping 
them in a warm place i in a basket or box 
of hay. With the up-to-date foster. 
mothers that are manufactured now, 
there is no reason why every healthy 
chicken should not be reared.
